There are many vague and foollsh
aotlons entertulved on the subject of
bresding, says Hoard's Dalryman.
Ldkegverything else In this world that
is goud for anything, it s eapable of
evil e well us good results. Knives
have been used to stab people, ropes to
hang them and water to drown them,
yet no man of common sense would
fall on that account to make a right
use of kunlves, ropes and water. The
snfest way of inbreading, so far as our
obseryation goes, ls from sire to daugh-
ter.  There fa one rale that should ak
wiys be watchfully observed;

Never Inbreed helfer or cow thag
tehows n lock of constitutional vigor,

Keop that ides Foremost.  Also, with
ke pertineney, never (nbreed to n sire
who shows any signs of lncking in con-
stitutionnl vigor. Now, within those
|ln-.- rond fences 1t 18 safe and very
often advantngeons to breed a dangh-
ter back to her slre. This should be
practiced In breeding grade cows a
[great deal more than It Is done, with
| ¢lose observance of the foregoing riles,
It should always be rememberod that
Inhreeding 18 an Intensifier. 1t Inten-
sifles n weaknoess Just the same as It
may Intensdfy strength, talent or oa.
